The Rev. Dr. Cathrie, on a late oceasion, 
speaking of the importance of a natural and 
sincere manner in preaching, used the fol- 
lowing illustration :

World Interests in the Individual. 


Each individual carries in himself, in a high 
sense, the interests of a world. When a boat 


es by us upon the water, the quick reflection 


of our minds is upon the diverse and vast inter- 
ests embosomed in that moving bulk almost 
quick with life, Bat each man includes the 
same diversity of interests. Not a phase of 

or feeling, of experience or action be- 
longs to any in that crowd butisshared by each 
mind. Struggling hopes, solicitous affections, 
the thrill of joy, and thoughtfal, musing sorrow 
are none of them strangers in any breast. Each 
man is a life afloat on the waves of duration. 
Each bark is driving on, but the waters are 
strewed with wrecks and many cheerful lights 
have gone suddenly out in darkness. 

- There is a computation by which it appears 
clearly that the life of each human being is as 
valuable and contains interests as vast as the 
temporal life of a race. If revelation is true, 
then the eternal years of any one man shall out- 
number the sum of the lives of the whole race 
added together. The years of the human race 
can be computed. The mathematician can sit 
down and add them together. But when that 
vast number has been applied to the life of an 
immortal spirit, he has just begun to live. In 
the eternal reckoning, a life is but a minute, the 
ticking of a clock, the breath of a mortal, the 
unfolding of the leaves of thought to the full. 
blown intellect, the maturing of the thinking 
machine. This is sober calculation, nothing 
else. if the bible is true, nay, if the instincts of 
the human heart are true. Here then in each 
soul is a nation, a country,aworld. Here then 
is warrant for the transcendent importance which 
the scriptures attach to the securing of salvaton. 
Here is the true point from which to estimate 
wisdom. What is wealth compared with the 
soul! What is earthly pleasure for a few years 
compared with the eternal condition! What is 
world-honor compared with that judgment of 
God which assigns the eternal award! No man 
can rise to the thought that he is an immortal 
being without solicitude to form for himself a 
character which conforms to the conditions of 
happiness and which admits of happiness under 
all circumstances. 

And hereis the reason for the highest honor 
to those that save a soul from death or turn 
many to righteousness. The difference between 
the possible happiness or misery of one soul for- 
ever, is greater than the difference between the 
possible happiness or misery of the human race 
in one sum, from Adam’s day until that hour 
when time shall be no longer. The man who is 
truly desirous of doing good will not despise to 
give a cup of cold water to a fainting man.— 
But a true judgment shows that to save a soul, 
as the instrument of Infinite wisdom and love, 
is more than to relieve all temporal ills of the 
human race, and banish them so that they can- 
not find their way back again. He is called a 
benefactor ho relieves temporal ills, who adds 
to human comforts, who casts kindly thoughts 
into the human sphere. But by all high and 
sober judgment, he is the great benefactor who 
shows a single man how to be wise—who, in the 
way of anexample consistent and true, writes 
ap impression on the soul of an observer, more 
powerful for good than the most eloquent pas- 
sage that pen ever traced. The man who is gift- 
ed with eloquence may thrill the mind in all its 
nerves; but it may yet be given to one in the 
obscure walks of life to make an impression 
which shall call forth acknowledgement of the 
truth, and power, and beneficence of religion.— 
The rich man may scatter his largesses with 
princely munificence, feeding starved crowds, 
and calling forth their blessing—but it may be 
given to the beggar to lead others to riches 
whose stores never, never fail, For the highest 
usefulness, neither the intellectual giant nor the 
rich man has a patent; but he who shows forth 
the work of divine grace in his own soul making 
his life pure and good. And yet are intellect 
and wealth, when consecrated to high usefulness, 
honored by oftentimes increasing the strength 
of the possessor seven or ten fold. And such 
responsibility attaches to the right use of mind 
or money. Sonls may be enlightened by money. 
Its aid sustains the instrumentalities which are 
divinely acknowledged. Its power aids the dis- 
tribution of the word of life and the preaching 
of the gospel of love over all the earth. This 
gives a great sphere to each individual. None 
are so obscure that a few individuals are not 
within reach of their influence. To turn the 
destiny of one mind from eternal sorrow to eter- 
nal joy, is to bring more happiness into the uni- 
verse than to create a world and give a happy 
life to a whole temporal race. The sphere of 
great usefulness then is the Christian sphere. 
The brightness of the firmament aglow with the 
evening sun, prefiguresthe ending of a useful 
life. A vision so great cannot be grasped by 
the present capacities. Yet, both in the good 
done and in the reward secured, for it is called 
reward, a higher motive is here found than ever 
stimulated any worldly ambition. Would that 
every christian mind might act in accordance 
with this thought. 

In the cares of life, in the civil duties which 
none can throw off altogether, we are in danger 
of losing that impression which ought ever to 
remain upon us as a living motive, like an affec- 
tion in the heart, or a sorrow that will not re- 
move,—that each soul of a fellow man is in it- 
self a country, a race, a world; that its years 
are an equality with the sum of all human ages 
of millions of different lives: that in it lie 
blended interests not measured by anything hu- 
man, not comprehensible by any being finite — 
And let each man for himself answer or attempt 
to answer the inquiry propounded from high 
heaven, What shall it profit a man if he shall 
gain the whole world and lose his own soul?” 


Thought is the currency between minds in 
all ages. The man who evolves a single valua- 
ble thought bas created an indestructable sub- 
stance. Coined in his own words, and bearing 
his own image and name and superscription, it 
may be handled by thousands, an unsubstantial 
and yet not an unreal thing. And when that 
image has been worn off, or new eras demand 
re-coinage, the thought itself true metal, shall 
go into new combinations and constitute yet for- 
ever a part of the currency of the thinking 
world. It is not worn out with time. 

It is the medium through which the mind

communicates choicely with other and distant 


minds. Alone and silent in his study, lighted 
with the rays of congenial intellect, the student 
revolves before him familiar names of those upon 
whose forms and faces God has set the mark ot 
beauty, and whose minds God has richly gift- 

and whose hearts he has divinely instructed. 


He is reconciled to the sense of isolation 
the great crowd of the good and true, and 
soled for the necessity that kindred minds should 
be mingled in strange affinities of dissimilar so. 
ciety, by the knowledge that each true thought 
set afloat on the waters of intercommunication 
should find the mind that is kindred to his that 
produced it. It goes not out to toss a little on 
the billows and sink in the dark sea. Oh ye 
innumerable company whose yearnings are to 
live in thoughts that do not die in a day, whose 
sympathies reach out beyond the circle of those 
with whom you eat and drink, or on whom the 
eye rests, in daily, dusty walks—blessed is your 
lot and wide your happiness as the worldis wide, 
and high as truth, and beauty and heaven 
This sympathy of sentiment constitutes a great 
brotherhood, whose lines ought not to differ 
from those of the church of the living God, for 
all literature should be sanctified, and every pen 
of genius be dipped in the fount of the new Cas- 
talia. Thought is as diversified as matter. The 
thoughts of the patriot and lover of . freedom 
kindle the soul, as when the bugle is blown 
among the highlands. Thoughts that express 
each generous social desire, each feature of hu. 
man affection, fall softly on the soul, as the sound 
of the flute heard on the water at evening.— 
Worrhipping thought have the swell or the low 
deep voice of the organ on the ears of the wor- 
shipper whose head is bent in prayer. All 
melody, all harmony, all sweetness, all grandeur 
belong to thought in the many moods that in- 
spire it—in the moods which it inspires in 
others. 


One of our interior exchanges complains that 
certain papers condemn the practice of person- 
al chastisements, but have nothing to say about 
persons slandering the character of their neigh- 
bors. We confess ourselves to be among the 
number of those papers that would discourage 
and reprobate and render disgraceful this resort, 
so common among us, to the cane whenever a 
person feels aggrieved in reputation or interest, 
and especially if that person be an officer of the 
law. And we desire, likewise, to record our 
condemnation of slander. Malicious defama- 
tion of character is unkind and cruel. The 
purse is but trash compared with a man’s good 
name. A journalist should be most careful how 
he speaks, even of the public actions of men in 
office, actions which are public property. It is 
easier to cast suspicions than to establish inno- 
cence. The precedent established by our la- 
mented fellow-citizen of specifying names and 
crimes freely, it will not do for all to ſollow.— 
Few are so well informed about public men or 
possess such intuitions of truth or falsehood in 
reports about character as he had. Few can 
carry with them the public confidence that they 
speak quite free from malice as he carried it.— 
Conseqtently the bolts of but few are so terri- 
ble. Yet the stinging personalities of smaller, 
more fallible men may annoy and vex and wrong. 
Public must ever expect their actions and 
their character to be scrutinized closely and can- 
vassed freely; but this must be done, thongh 
boldly, yet ever in a spirit devoid of malice. 

But when individuals conceive themselves in_ 
jured by comments over-free, what shall be done ? 
The last thing is for an officer of the law to 
break the law and break his oath and transgress 
every truly gentlemanly code in going into a 
street fight with a man. Commonly, it is the most 
cowardly resort in the world, for the man takes 
his opponent at a disadvantage and, for personal 
security, gets some gambling characters, a class 
always ready for such service, to go around and 
stand by to see fair play(!) And when a judge 
does it, it is the plainest proof in the world that 
he has no confidence in the administration of 
law. It isa confession that he, an officer of 
the law, does not administer justice with even 
scales. Doctors, and especially quacks, have no 
confidence in their own medicines; and so judges 
who think little of the law, except for other 
poor rascals, are the very first to desert that 
provided remedy, and go at some duche process 
for the recovery of their honor. What consis- 
tency in officers when they complain because the 
great mass of the people, despairing of the ad- 
ministration of law by the appointed officials, 
resume original rights for justice’ sake, when 
they, the sworn upholders of law, trample it 
under foot and go back to the civil position of 
a barbarian! For slander, provision has been 
made in the law. The law-abiding man will 
resort to protection and redress there. The gen- 
tleman will much prefer to do so rather than go 
into a street fight. The brave man will be the 
last of all to take his gang and attack his vic- 
tim with his pistol men around to protect bim- 
self.

In our last issue we were only able to an- 
nounce the release of Judge Terry. We were 
not surprised at the excitement and opposition 


created by his release. If the Committee had 


not been well established in the confidence of 
the people, this disposal of the case would not 
have been patiently borne. On the day of the 
release a meeting of the General Committee 
took place at the rooms, to receive the reasons 
for the discharge of Judge Terry, and to discuss 
manifested, but we believe that now general ac- 


quiescence has ensued. This we think is right. 


Our opinion to this effect is not one founded 
after the fact. Two weeks since we expressed 
our opinion that, since Hopkins had recovered, 
the wiser course was to release Judge Terry. 
The principle upon which the Committee had 
acted in banishing men, not so much for specific 
acts of crime, as for being the worst men in the 
community, especially as corrupting the ballot- 
box,—did not require the banishment of Mr. 
Terry, however strong the feeling was against 
him on account of his active opposition to the 
Committee. We desired that he should be libe- 
rated if he could be, consistently with the safety 
of the late revolution. And that, Judge Terry 
is now as helpless to harm as any other man. 
We would fain believe that he is as little dispos- 
ed to do it. Though rash in a mistaken cause, 
we believe that he has a tone of honor which a 
great many of his defenders do not possess. It 
would be modest in him, it would be wise in him 
to resign his official position’ Doing this, no 
bitterness would follow him into the walks of 
private life. Retaining his position, men must 
distrust his motives. From what has developed 
of testimony concerning the assault, it appears 
that Judge Terry had apparent reason to be- 
lieve himself attacked. 

It was natural that his personal friends 
should meet Judge Terry with a warm welcome. 
The attempt to make capital against the Com- 
mittee out of this sympathy, is in keeping with 
previous representations of certain papers. We 
are accurately informed by a citizen of Sacra- 
mento, who never makes such statements at 
random, that not many over five hundred per- 
sons were out to receive the Judge. This is 
the reported thousands! This is the result of 
the strenuous efforts of all the preceding day, 
and of the hiring of men to raise a crowd for a 
demonstration. The conduct of Captain Bout- 
well of the John Adams, in interfering with our 
civil affairs and firing a salute when Judge Ter- 
ry went on board the Helen Hensley, deserves, 
we think, all the censure it has received from 
the public. 

The release of Judge Terry, instead of being 
a triumph against the Committee, as some pa- 
pers represent, is truly the most signal triumph 
the Committee has yet made. They have 
strength enough to do right; no matter what 
outside pressure or internal dissatisfaction men- 
aces them. This is the crowning act of their 
course ; and upon this they can well afford to 
cease active operations. Their works of justice 
when the people applauded, have been crowned 
with an act of justice when the people stormed ; 
and now, the people themselves, when possessed 
of a portion of the evidence that influenced the 
Committee, acquiesce; and right is stronger, 
mightier to-day, than ever before in San Fran- 


cisco.

the day. Our only concern is that good and 
true men may henceforth fill our offices. It is 
the duty of every christian man to strive for 
this end. Let no one vote for any but a good 
man.

JAcksox.— From Mokelumne Hill we crossed 
the deep canon of Mokelumne river to the 
north, and six miles farther arrived at Jackson, 
the shire-town of Amador county. It is a town 
of pleasant appearance, situated in a region of 
good mining, but for the want of water scarcely 
any work is done this season in the claims. 
Most of the miners have left ſor the river. An 
almost universal complaint seemed to be, the 
Scarcity of money. Yet we could not but no- 
tice that for cigars, liquors, billiards, &c., mon- 
ey seemed to flow freely. In times of scarcity, 
those things that minister to sense are generally 
the last sacrificed, and those things which pro- 
mote moral and intellectual improvement, the 
first. But “we must live,” is often remarked. 
We must die. Nothing is more certain ; and, 
therefore, we should live in such a way as best 
to secure our own good and to promote the 
good of others. 
Jackson has a large proportion of foreigners, 
who manifest little enterprise in things which 
pertain to civilization. There isa good num- 
ber of American families, yet too many of these 
allow themselves to be unhappy, through think- 
ing and saying perpetually, ““ We hope we shall 
not have to stay here a great many months 
more.” Never was there 8o little sickness, de- 
privation, hardship, suffering and death, in any 
newly settled country, as in California: never 
was there secured in so short a time, so many 
privileges, advantages and luxuries; and no- 
where are there such encouraging pros pects for 
a prosperous future as this State presents. And 
yet there never was a State where the people 
were so migratory, so unsettled, as California. 
Let every citizen of this State determine to 
make this a permanent home, and lend a help- 
ing, willing hand to its permanent improvement, 
expending one-half of what is now thrown away 
in sensual gratification, and we will build up a 
State, such as has not its equal in the whole 
Union. |

the gold formerly wasted, from the iron sand or 
pyrites of the crushed rock. From this it has 
been impossible to extract the gold, since the 
quicksilver would not affect it, and the amount 
lost was supposed to be one-half the precious 
metal—some twenty dollars to the ton. Their 
plan, as explained and superintended by an 
Englishman, is, at an outlay of nearly two thou- 
sand dollars for apparatus, to bake the iron py- 
rites after being crushed, till, by the expulsion of 
the sulphuric acid, the chrystallization is des- 
troyed, and nothing but iron ore remains. ‘Then 
in a simple mill the ore is easily pulverized, af- 
ter which the whole is carried through success- 
ive revolving barrels for hours, with a slight 
mixture of certain proper acids : finally a quick- 
silver amalgamating process is to save 
nearly or quite the whole of the gold. Those 
engaged in the experiment appear sanguine of 
success, and the theory seems reasonable. 
HERBERTVILLE.—One mile farther north-west, 
is a locality of two quartz mills, a large board- 
house and four families—a romantic place in 
the hills, known as Herbertville; but nothing is 
doing here at present for want of water. We 
passed on three-fourths of a mile and came to a 
little quartz-mining village called Amador.— 
Water failing, one mill only, run by steam-pow- 
er, is in operation. This, the Amador mill, we 
were informed by disinterested parties had 
stamped out three hundred thousand dollars since 
51, and another, the Spring Hill mill, over two 
hundred thousand. The town has only some 
six families and a large number of single miners. 
Drytown.—Two and a half miles further 
northwest brought us to this flourishing little 
town situated on Dry Creek. There are large 
numbers of Ohinese here. The buildings are 
more compact than in most of the towns in this 
section. ‘There are a few substantial fire-proof 
buildings, notwithstanding which, it is very 
much exposed to fire. No church organization 
of any kind exists here. There is now no school, 
but one is kept during a part of the year. It is 
very dull here now, on account, of course, of 
scarcity of water. Still Drytown is a very 
pleasant place. S. V.

Letter from Grass Valley. 


Grass Vauiey, CaL., Aug. 6. 1856. 

Eprrors Pactric :—Grass Valley is quite a 
stirring business place as compared with others 
through which I have passed. It seems to be a 
prevalent belief that the destruction of Nevada 
by fire has contributed to the present business 
activity of Grass Valley. The high character 
of Americans for migratoriness is, at this par- 
ticular juncture, being still raised. Every coach, 
opposition and regular, is crowded full of pas- 
sengers, and often many are seated ontop. All 
covered with dust, the insiders perspiring with 
accumulated heat, and almost chafed with in- 
cessunt friction, while the higher seated are 
baked in the sun and almost made to leap from 
their hot, sanded seats. Still obedient to the 
dictates of curiosity and interest, men traverse 
the State from east to west and from north 
to south, in parallel lines and at right angles; 
around, and by zig-zag, and every irregular, con- 
ceivable course. In the same coach is a man 
from Johntown, another from J ackson, another 
from Sac. Valley, another from Shasta : all from 
different states and countries to California. A 
man of fine feelings will profit much by such 
travels. One of the first things he learns is, that 
there are some general topics on which he can 
discourse with perfect freedom, while there are 
others of more limited discussion. Men from 
the North speak, if at all, with reined-up feel- 
ings on the subject of Slavery ; while men from 
the South are equally cautious in the odious use 
of the word Abolitionist. The Western man 
suppresses his side shaking laughter if the Yan- 
kee says “keow,” and the Yankee, in turn, chokes 
his critizism, when the pioneer says bar.“ The 
patriot finds an utter want of sympathy in his 
recitations of Revolutionary struggles, if per- 
chance he be seated by a son of old “Hengland,” 
But very frequently a hearty laugh from an an 
ecdote, or the relation of a rather incredible 
story, which produces a “call for the papers,” is 
all the intellectual delicacies to which we are 
served. Men frequently travel whole days to- 
gether without knowing each other’s names, 
places of nativity, character, education, or any- 
thing that might enable them ever to recall 
them in the mind. In fact, I have heard men 
say they had worked claims with men as part- 
ners, and hired men without ever having known 
any other name than Cap., Muggins, John, or 
some other indefinite designation. As for my- 
self 1 have given way partially to the same hab- 
it in times gone by, but in my endeavor to be 
of the upward tendency, a slight change is going 
on. We now ask a man where he is from, and 
after an inquiry as to the time he left home, or 
the times “back there,” sufficiently to show that 
we are not asking questions through imperti- 
nence, we venture to ask his name ; and of course 
we know of some one by that name of whom 
we tell; and if not, we say it is a new name; 
and very frequently it is very pleasing to a man 
to know that we never heard his name before. 
If a man is from Michigan, we reply “the land of 
Cass: if from New York, that “that State fur- 
nishes a candidate for the Presidency.” If from 
New Hampshire, “it is the Granite State,“ &c., 


If you think we have digressed from the main 
subject, we claim that we have not, as we had 
no deffnite course marked out. But in regard 
to Grass Valley, we wish to say, that the socie- 
ty is said to be good. There are several churches 
and schools, no library, a Sabbath school or two, 
and a fair proportion of female society. There is 
a feeling of confidence in the permanent prosper- 
ity of the place that we have not wituessed in any 
other town, though we have not traveled all over 
the State.

him. I gave him some wholesome advice. 
le went out, and as he says, by advice, took me 
with Lyons up for robbing him. We were ta- 
ken before the Police. Court, when my accuser 
acknowledged that I had done nothing in the 
matter but what he had uested me to do, 
and that he felt no intimidation. Yet, his 
Honor, Mayor Van Ness, thought it looked bad, 
and sent it tothe Grand Jury who, found a bill of 
assault and battery. It was tried by jury in 
the Court of Sessions, Judge Freelon on the 
bench, with two associate judges. The testi- 
mony was principally on one side—the counsel 
on both sides were rather playful. The Judge 
sympathized with them, I thought. 

The jury brought in a verdict of guilty of an as- 
sault, but recommending me to the mercy of the 
Court.

county jail! I hope His honor will find it con- 
sistent with the dignity and justice of the Court 
to excuse me from the fine. I had no thought 
that I was not in the wn of duty, and doing 
right. I had no thought that I had in the least 
interfered with any human or divine law, and I 
have suffered quite enough annoyance and mor- 
tification already to lead me in all future life to 
hand over the guilty to the proper authorities 
if they do cry and wish to be excused from ex- 
posure. But I have this consolation, that if I 
do go to prison, I shall have the blessing prom- 
ised in Christ’s sermon on the Mount, to the 

makers, for I never performed an act in 
my life with a more sincere desire to do good 
and do right, and if it was not in strict accord- 
ance with the civil laws, I did not know it at 
the time. But I conclude by saying I expect 
to show hereafter, that there seldom has been in 
this or any other country, a more malicious 
prosecution than this, or a greater effort to des- 
‘troy an innocent man; and I am not surpris- 
ed that the intemperate, the profane, the licen- 
tious gamblers, duelists, &c., should sympathize 
with the movement, for I acknowledge I have 
endeavored to de what I could against those 
evils, for more than thirty years, last past, and 
have gone quite to the extent of my ability and 
means, to promote the christian graces and the 
cause of truth, and can say without affectation, 
“ OQ God, my heart is fixed.” I ask an interest 
in the prayers of christians that I may be di- 
vinely assisted. N. Tnonsrox. 

P. S—I cannot omit to say that Judge 
Freelon in his charge, while he alluded to what 
had been said about the Temperance cause, 
made one of the happiest efforts in favor of the 


cause that it has been my pleasure to listen to. 


I would that the entire city, country and world 
might have heard it. I have it in my heart to 
invite the Judge to give a public address on the 
subject, whether he remits my fine or not ; that 
need not interfere with the cause of Temperance. 
Then again his remarks on Mr. Tracy’s (as he 
was pleased to call it) able, sound, logical, the- 


_ ological, and I do not recollect what not, argu- 
ment, were appropriate and just; he said it was 


an honor to the Court in which it was delivered, 
as well as creditable to himself. 

I take this opportunity to tender my sincere 
thanks to E. Johnson, Judge Tracy, E. Bur- 
bank, E. S. J , and all others that 
sympathized with me in my affliction during my 
late unpleasant trial. May Heaven reward you 
all, is my sincere prayer. van overrule 
this affair for good ; he has promised that all 
things shall work together for good to them that 
love him. My only concern is to love him in 
reality.

2d. That the sentiments of the citizens of San 
Francisco, as ascertained by your committee, 
while collecting the amount of the fine, is one of 
universal sympathy for Bro. Thurston, and con- 
demnation of the unjust proceedings instituted 
and carried to a successful issue against him by 
unworthy men, and directed rather against the 
high moral principles he advocates and preaches 
by his blameless example, walk and conversa- 
tion, than for the suppression of vice and crime. 

In conclusion, your committee would report 
and recommend the adoption of the following 
resolutions :— 

Resolved, 1st. That 1 this Division 
deeply sympathises with Bro. Thurston, for the 
unpleasant and humiating position he has been 
placed in, by an unjust and unwarrantable pros- 
ecution, yet they congratulate him upon the 
fact, that his unflinching rectitude of conduct 
has had the effect of a ing the ire and hos- 


tility of the drunken and immoral portion of 
the —— and pointed him out as an ob- 
ject worthy of suffering for righteousness, sake, 
while it has excited the sympathy of all good 
men, and enabled them to testify that his labor 
has not been in vain. 

Resolved, 2d. That the members of this Di- 
vision, take great pleasure in assuring Brother 
Tharston, that ir confidence in his high- 
toned morality, strict integrity and deep piety, 
is unshaken as they believe is that of all good 
men in this community, and urge him not to be 
weary in well-doing; feeling assured that all the 
shafts which may be directed against him, from 
such sources as the late prosecution, will be 
brought to naught.
